The signs of ataxia did not improve and the 
decision was made to euthanize the 9 animals.

A total of twenty-five (25) cynomolgus monkeys were single-housed 
because no suitable partners were found or had exhibited aggressive 
behavior. All animals participated in all other aspects of the environmental 
enrichment program.
